Still his ardor was 
great, and giving a Justy puff from his 
cigar, an additional tug of the brim of 
bis hat over his right eye, be dashed off 
with the wind. 

Fast be drove and colder it became, 
until the streaks of Aurora reddened the 
eastern sky. When the bright light of 
the rising sun warmed his almost frozen 
and stiflened limbs, our enthusiastic 
frieud found himself in the. neighbor- 
hood of Germantown. A few admo- 
nitious of appetite, both for something 
substantial as well as spiritua/, warned 
him to change his course. No sogner 

hought than done, and instead of the 
brigi:t and genial raya of the morning 
sun, the dieck, ashen hue of the wintry 
northwest sky, and keen cutting blast of 
wind, penetrating every crevice of his 
clothing and buggy, greeted him.

Suffice it to say that 
ia much less time tlian it took bim to 
drive out, he arrived home chilled and 
numbed, and mad as a March hare. 
Upon consulting his almanac, he found 
he had been the victim of the playfal 
winds of departiog wjoter, instead of 
these of the incoming geniai’spring.
